area- of woollen goods. In addition, the, turn
out annually about 40,000 pounds of yarns, thread, twine,
Ac. , ft 000 slues of kataor, auu from 10,000 to IS 000
pair* of sliceB, principal!* russet brogans. Toese mills
are situated in a forest region, and are surrounded by
scenery of great beauty. The landscape that sureads out
before the «>e from the summit of the rising ground im¬
mediately adjacent presents an appearance wbith,l>» ro¬
mantic ellect, may bo equalled, but is not surpassed in
upper Georgia, noted far and wide in this re-necl. The
lover of nature's beauties may feast the eye and never
grow wearied. In a valley adjacent is a spring
which supplies the operatives with wafer, which for
purity and real dellciousness is seldom equalled in any
locality.
Tho different branches of business wo have enume¬

rated give euiploj menfto about 110 hands. Kacli family
of there occupy a house, all of which are located or a

tofty plateau, elevated about 100 feet above tho river
running at the foot of the gradual slope.

profitably employed in many branches of manufacturing.
This may itflbrd a"crumb of comfort" to those who
imagine that such business is hostile to the institution of
slavery, an opinion, by the by, which unjustly reflects
on the' loyalty of tho laboring white population of the
South to her "peculiar institutions. '

The company own eight hundred acres of land, situat¬
ed on both sides of the river, partly in Alabama aud
partly in Georgia. On their lands the fall of the river is
tolly thirty feet, and perhaps much more than that. On¬
ly a small portion of the water power now controlled by
the company is used; and at a small outlay of expense
an unlimited increase could be brought Into requisition.

We
are informed that it if designed to erect new building
for mills as soon as necessary. For this purpose
building material exists In any quantity, and is easily Pro¬
curable, of tbe granite, the river flowing over a bod of
th at rock. Wfc also learn that they anticipate increasing
all their operations, particularly the manufacture of
shoes of the style most demanded for .Southern consump¬
tion.
We night speak here of the great and almost unlimit¬

ed advtotagee afforded by this location for manufactur¬
ing on a larger and more extensive scale. But we for
bear, leaving the intelligent reader te form his coaclu-
slons from what we have soon and said.
